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Mr.  CJiainnan  and  Gentlemen, — 

In  making  my  report  I have  to  point  out  that  having 
been  acling  only  for  the  past  six  months  some  of  my  data  may 
be  incomplete. 

For  statistical  purposes  I have  estimated  the  population 
of  your  district  at  8,000. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  past  year  were 
137,  and  of  residents  dyirg  out  of  the  district  there  were  4, 
giving  a total  cf  141,  which  works  out  at  a rate  of  17.6  per  1,000. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  were  168,  giving  a 
rate  of  21  per  1,000. 

Tl'.ere  were  4 illegitmate  births  registered,  two  of  them 
being  imported  cases. 

The  General  Death  Rate  appears  to  me  to  be  rather  high, 
but  it  is  partly  accounted  for  by  a severe  epidemic  of  measles 
in  the  spring,  which  caused  12  deaths. 
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The  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  2 1, 
including  Diphtheria  10,  and  Tuberculosis  7.  Two  cases  of 
Enteric  were  notified ; both  of  them  were  imported  cases. 

There  were  7 notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  12  deaths. 

T wo  deaths  from  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  were  registered, 
but  I have  no  record  of  these  cases  being  notified. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  25,  which  works 
out  at  a rate  of  150  per  1,000  births,  is  very  high.  Measles  3, 
Whooping  Cough  5,  and  Pneumonia  4,  being  the  chief  causes. 

During  the  past  year  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  has 
been  made  compulsory,  and  it  has  been  fairly  well  carried  out, 
only  two  cases  not  having  been  notified  since  I have  been 
acting. 

In  August  last  you  appointed  the  Hospital  Matron  as 
Health  Visitor  under  this  Act,  and  I am  convinced  that  the 
work  she  has  been  doing  has  had  good  results. 

The  Removal  of  House  Refuse,  a very  important  part  in 
sanitation,  has  been  well  carried  out. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Lowe, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  : — 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

Systematic  inspection  of  factories  was  made. 

Several  defects  were  reported  and  made  good. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Thirty-nine  samples  of  food  have  been  taken  for  analysis 
(all  taken  by  the  police).  All  samples  satisfied  the  legal 
requirements. 

House  Refuse. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  under  contract,  and  removed 
daily  between  the  hours  of  7.30  and  11  a.m.,  and  carried  out 
fairly  satisfactorily.  The  amount  collected  is  about  1,000  tons 
per  annum. 

The  removal  of  fish  refuse  is  still  a troublesome  problem. 

Dairies,  Milkshops,  and  Cow-sheds. 

The  number  of  dairies  and  milkshops  on  the  register  is 
26.  All  the  dairies  and  milkshops  have  been  visited  and  found 
in  very  good  condition.  Some  of  the  cow-sheds  are  not  kept 
so  well  as  they  should  be. 

Schools. 

All  the  schools  have  been  visited  and  found  to  be  kept  in 
very  good  condition. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

Work  under  this  Act  has  been  delayed  owing  to  the  war,
